THE HISTORY OF TRAPSHOOTING 

Now PopuKr Sport Runs Back to 
Eighteenth Century Origin 

Pigeon-shooting, the forerunner of 
modern trapshooting, was a popular 
sport in England during the last cen¬ 
tury. It was mentioned in the Sporting 
Magazine, London, as early as 1793* 
and referred to as having already an 
established reputation. The "Old Hat," 
a famous public house at Ealing, ww 
for many years a favorite rendezvous 
of pigeon-shooters, but later the Red- 
House at Battersea took precedence 
because It w*c more easily accessible 
to London ^r*. "To those who feel anx¬ 
ious on the subject of pigeon-shoot¬ 
ing,” the Sportsmen’s Cyclopedia 
(London, 1848) recommends a visit 
to the Red House,' “where the business 
is pursued in the first style of excel¬ 
lence.” Lords and captains lent an air 
of fashion- to the activities of the 
place, and on the establishment of 
the Hurlingham Club at Fulham the 
amusement was raised higher then be¬ 
fore in general favor. It has now been 
superseded by trapshooting, the name 
of which Is of American origin; and 
inanimate targets, the product of 
American inventiveness, have accord¬ 
ingly been substituted for live birds. 

Of course, in all this history, there 
have been interesting stages. The 
traps in use at the “Old Hat” were 
shallow boxes, each about* gpe foot 
long and eight or ten inches wide, 
sunk in the ground level with the sur¬ 
face. A sliding lid was operated bv 
pulling a string, thus liberating the 
bird. Among the famous pigeon- 
shooters of that day was Mr. Richard 
Tooraer, to whom Mr. Johnson referred 
in his Cyclopedia: “Tlexploits 
which R. Toomer performed in shoot¬ 
ing, with such apparent ease, soon 
convinced the persons who saw them, 
that they were done methodically; and 
this was completely ascertained, by 
his frequently suffering himself to be 
blinded with a double handkerchief 
over ills eyes, after having taken his 
aim, and then to fire and hit a small 
object.” 

In 1831 pigeon-shooting was men¬ 
tioned in the records of the Sport- 
men’s Club, Cincinnati, and in the 
forties and a few decades thereafter it 
flourished in New York and its vicih- 
ity. The invention and adoption of 
inanimate targets followed, though 
the older pastime was not at once j 
abandoned. A Boston man, Charles 
Portlock, originated the use <3f glass 
balls for targets about 1886. A Phila¬ 
delphian, a few years later, invented 
a target consisting of a pasteboard 
disc a few inches in diameter, with 
the centre cut out to admit a small 
rubber balloon. Punctured balloon, 
"dead bird.” Clay discs were the.next 
innovation, but because they were of 
unequal hardness and because the 
traps were mechanically deficient, the 
sport of trupshooting came near giving 
up the ghost. Targets are now made 
of river silt and tar and bear the 
name of "clay pigeons.” 

Last year more than sixty-five mil¬ 
lion "clay pigeons” succumbed to the 
marksmanship of American trapshoot¬ 
ing.

10— Let no foreign flattery dis¬ 
tract you from these precepts, and 
be firmly convinced that whatsoever 
others may say, Germany products 
are the only ones worthy of the 
citizens of the German'Fatherland.

"Majesty the King as patron. It Is a 
body corporate by virtue of an act of 
parliament and Is empowered: "To 
collect, administer and distribute a 
fund for the assistance In case of need 
of the wives, children, and dependent 
relatives of officers and men, residents 
of Canada, who, during the present 
war, may be on active service with 
the naval and military forces of the 
British Empire ana Great Britain’s Al¬ 
lies. This central body has a distin¬ 
guished list of vice-presidents and an 
executive committee made up of lead¬ 
ing men from every province of the 
Dominion. 

The Canadian Patriotic Fund Is 
given power by its charter “to estab-. 
llsh branches or local organizations 
throughout Canada, and to co-operata 
with any association or organization 
established any place in Canada, for 
purposes similar to those of tlfe cor¬ 
poration.” ■ The first step in the direc¬ 
tion of united effort was taken when 
the Patriotic ' Fund Association of 
1900, which had administered relief 
during and since the Boer War, decid¬ 
ed to dissolve and to turn over its 
unexpended balance, amounting to 
about $77,000, to the new fund. Local 
organizations, that had already begun 
work in Montreal, Toronto, and Ot- 
awa asked to bo admitted as branches 
of the Canadian Patriotic Fund and 
were duly accepted. A full measure of 
autonomy is granted to these local 
bodies, yet, for the sake of uniformity, 
certain conditions have been laid 
do**n and cordially accepted.

By such pro¬ 
cess the life of railway ties, posts, 
poles and construction timber will be 
In some cases doubled. It is expected 
that It will be proved possible to use 
many of the most common Canadian 
woods for purposes to which, except 
for their non-durability, they are ad¬ 
mirably adapted. Birch, for instance, 
If treated with creosote or zinc ehlor- 
ide, or with a little of both of these* 
preservatives, makes an ideal railway 
tie or paving block, being chaap and 
also very resistant to the wear and 
tear of trr.ffic. 

Still another side of the work will 
he to develop chemical methods for 
utilizing the large percentage of wood- 
waste at predent resulting form lum¬ 
bering and milling operations. A cir¬ 
cular will soon be issued from the 
Forestry Branch. Ottawa, treating of 
chemical methods of wood utilization. 
Another recent circular describes in 
detail the purpose of the laboratories 
and the work to bo investigated. John 
S. Bates, B.A., B.Sc., the superintend¬ 
ent of tlie new Forest Products Labor¬ 
atories, is among* the best authorities 
in America on the manufacture of 
pulp and paper, and under his efficient 
direction these laboratories will, no 
doubt, amply justify their establish¬ 
ment.

It 
may be commenced, however, from 
j the time that he gives up 'his employ- 
i ment or leaves his home and be con¬ 
tinued so long as he is with his regi¬ 
ment, allowing reasonable time for his 
return journey to Ills home in Can¬ 
ada. 

Not many families will be left in' 
total destitution. 

According to a circular issued by 
| tlie Central committee in Ottawa, the 
wife of a married soldier (Canadian) 
will have sent to her each month by 
tlea paymaster-general of the Militia 
Department at Ottawa, a cheque fdr 
$20.00 as a separation allowance. 

The wife of-a British Reservist will 
receive each month 39c (Is 7d) per 
day for herself and 6c (3d 1 per day for 
each child, with a maximum of ISc 
(9d), so that a wife and three child¬ 
ren would receive *troui the Imperial 
government about 57c a day, making 
$17.10 per month.* 

Again, there are often wage earn¬ 
ers in the family who do or can 
contribute in part towards its support. 
Further, ynany employers are continu¬ 
ing to pay to the family of a soldier 
on active service, the whole or part 
of the amount which sucli soldier as 
an employee had been accustomed to 
earn. All these sources of income • 
should be inquired Into by tlie local ' 
Relief Committee and carefully con¬ 
sidered wlien calculating what amount 
a family may justly receive front the 
fund. 

At a meeting of the executives of 
lire North and South Alberta brandies 
it was decided that the following 
amounts may be justly paid to de¬ 
pendents during the bread-winner's ab¬ 
sence:

All the stones connot, we suppose, 
be aooepted without the proverbial 
grain of salt,* but there must of 
necessity be some foundation for 
them, and we are pleased to no 
ti.^e, above all other things, that, 
given the opportunity, the British 
‘Tommy’ is snfficieut of a sport to 
iudulge iu a little chaffing with 
the German soldiers, who respond 
with the greatest good humour in 
the world. 

One of the best is a story of an 
impromptu boxing bout that took 
place between a man of the 
Warwiokshires and a German. The 
regiments were faoing one another 
iu the tronohee, and to while away 
the time, the Germans challenged 
the best man of the Warwiokshires 
to a boat, a challenge that was 
aooepted with great gusto. 

Instances such as this, and 
there are many, throw an alto¬ 
gether different light upon the 
proceedings to what one imagines.

Deputation to Ottawa 
The executive committee ot “The 
Pioneers of Rupert’s Land, 1838-1870," 
decided to arrange to send a delega¬ 
tion of capable members, represent¬ 
ing the classes of which the associa¬ 
tion is composed, to Ottawa, with full 
powers to effect the settlement of 
their claims on the Dominion under 
the terms of. the concession of the 
North West by the British govern¬ 
ment to Canada. ., 

Resolutions were Introduced and 
passedrto the following effect: 

“That the matter not being of a 
party character, this period ot truce in 
party ptrlfe is considered very suit¬ 
able fpr Its settlement-‘In the spirit of 
British Justice.’ Moreover, this tithe 
of the great war in which the empire 
is engaged in fulfilling its treaty Ob¬ 
ligations Is deemed fit and proper for 
th > honorable discharge of this up- 
settled item of the Inter-colonltU. «n- 
derstanding by which Rupert's Land 
became united to Canada. 

“That, wlitlo tbo nation ‘which to 
keep sacred Us covenants, to maintain 
1'ta‘pllglited word, is willing to give up 
its treasures and to sacrifice the lives 
of the best and noblest of its child¬ 
ren,’ It is obviously an occasion upon 
which the ‘treaty’ rights of the pion¬ 
eers should be fully recognized.” 

The committee confidently expects 
that the delegation tow proposed will 
persuade the Dominion government to 
bring down a bill at the coming ses¬ 
sion of parliament in favor of the 
whites who were not benefited by 
Act 37 Vitcori-, Chapter 20, under 
which only a certain number of white 
settlers received due consideration. 
This act of justice merely requires 
an amendment In the time limit of the 
bill of 1874.

The Royal Hone Artillery 


Germans Fled from Booty 


Charged Through an Avalanche of 
Deatrrction 

A thrilling story Is told of the gal¬ 
lantry of the Royal Horse Artillery 
and the destruction of one of the big 
German guns during the lighting on 
the River Alsne. 

The Germans were moving one of 
their biggest guns, drawn by a team 
of 40 odd horses, behind a range of 
hills. They had to pass a gap, which 
exposed them to view. The move¬ 
ment of the guns was screened by a 
body qf'Hussara, but something went 
amiss with the cavalry at the criti¬ 
cal moment, and our gunners catch¬ 
ing sight of the movement, promptly 
made up their minds to have a go. 
The great artillery duel was raging 
at the full, shells were falling like 
hail. 

There was a sudden Blatter of 
wheels, and out Into the open rushed 
a battery of horse artillery. The war 
horses, driven at headlong speed, 
thundered over the uneven ground 
at racing pace. 

The gun carriages, almost lifted 
from the ground by the headlong 
rush, bounced over the broken sur¬ 
face, while guns were trained on 
them from every angle while shells 
were bursting round them. 

Still the gunners rode bravely on 
through that avalanche of destruc¬ 
tion—it was Britain at her best. 

They reached the angle they had 
raced for, and the guns slipped into 
action as though It were a trial day 
at the Curragh camp. 

The big gun of the enemy, with 
its long train of horses, came, from 
behind the screen of lvllls to cross 
the second gap, flanked by a squad 
of cavalry. 

Then the field artillery., spoke, its 
deep-toned growling scarcely heard 
amidst the deafening thunder that 
was shaking the whole battle front 
like the booming of breakers on cliff- 
crowned coasts. Shell followed shell 
with lightning speed and deadly ac¬ 
curacy, the little band of British 
gunners slipping round their guns 
with cat-like activity and coolness. 

The squad of cavalry In the gap 
felt the iron hail, .and men upd 
horses went down in tangled heaps. 
The enemy tried/ vainly to rush 
the big gun across the miry ground 
to the safety of the hills ahead. The 
horses went down and the men with 
them; then, like hammers on an-an¬ 
vil, the shells fell upon the long grey 
gun that Krupps had built for the 
siege of Paris, until it lay a useless 
mass of steel! 


I A Funeral Procession and Hard of 
Oxsn Frighten the Enemy 

Refugees from Russian Poland re¬ 
late the following doings of the Ger¬ 
man troops In that territory, 

A German force, headed by Lieu¬ 
tenant von Launitz, entered Kanin 
and occupied It without meeting any 
resistance. The Germans Immediate¬ 
ly ordered the Inhabitants to bring 
them twenty hoptqges—fifteen Jews 
and five Christian!—who represented 
the wealth and the prominence of the 
population 

When the"hostuges appeured before 
the commander he told them that a 
deep pit had been dug In the ceme¬ 
tery, and that if his orders were not 
carried out to the letter five Jews 
and one Christian would be shot forth¬ 
with and burled together In the pit 
prepared for the purpose. 

After this grave warning the lieu- 
te ;ant commanded the terrorized 
hostages immediately to deliver to 
him 200 watches, 200 alarm clocks, 
and 228 fur caps, the deficiency in 
the figures to be compensated for by 
a. payment of 100 marks (£5) per 
article. 

While this decree was in course of 
execution Lieutenant von Lounltz or¬ 
dered hiB breaklaBt, In the menu of 
which figured 2 lb. of salmon and 
three bottles of cognac, and also 
breakfast for the lower rankB, who 
werp to be treated to the same num¬ 
ber of courses with the exception of 
the "delicious” salmon. Ab, however, 
there was not an ounce of salmon 
obtainable throughout the length and 
breadth of the town of Konin, the 
lieutenant "gtaclously condescended 
to delete this Item from the menu. 

When the brtatkfast ^Wtas over, a 
parade was organized in the market¬ 
place, the main feature of which con¬ 
sisted in the soldiers standing erect 
with loaded rifles and reverently sal¬ 
uting Lieutenant von I^aunitz, who, 
Inebriated almo6'. to blindness by the 
cognac, was making convulsive, 
though pompous and boastful, move¬ 
ments on Ills horse. 

In the midst of the magnificent 
operation and all the grandeur at¬ 
tending it a funeral procession was 
observed In the distance. The Ger¬ 
mans took this to be a company of 
Cossacks and fled in great panic to¬ 
gether with their drunken command¬ 
er. to a village close by. 

Here they composed themselvec and 
commenced a rigorous plundering 
campaign. Having packed all their 
spoils on vans, tney were just mak¬ 
ing the final preparations for their 
glorious departure when the;- were 
suddenly impeded by an impenetrably 
dense colud of "smoke” coming nearer 
and nearer to their ranks. 

Thinking it was the effect of gun.t 
of the approaching Cossacks, they 
again fled in terror, leaving only 
cheaply bought booty behind them. 
Meantime out of the mass of “smoke 
naivety emerged a herd of Innocent 
oxen. 

A few days later three German of¬ 
ficers came to Konin, and after in¬ 
vestigating the “brave exploits” of 
Lieutenant von Launitz returned the 
fur caps and some of the other plun¬ 
der to the owners who had so quickly 
delivered them In response to the 
lieutenant’s threatening decree.

Hill versus Frederick \V. Ings 
completed their findings on Sat¬ 
urday last. 

Briefly their decision is as fol¬ 
lows; 

That the horses taken by Ings 
from Hill at Winnipeg were 
wrongfully taken and alleged that 
they should all be returned. The 
bills of sale produced by Ings by 
virtue of which he claimed the 
horses could ndt be considered by 
the Arbitrators as proper bills of 
sale but as security for money ad¬ 
vanced by Ings. The evidence 
given both by the witnesses of the 
plaintiff and defendant tended 
mercer to corroborate the plaintiffs 
contention that the' horses were 
merely given as security. This 
feature of the case forming as it 
did the neuclus of the whole 
trouble having been determined by 
the Arbitrators in favor of the 
plaintiff. 

The arbitrators found that the 
plaintiff was placed in bad stand¬ 
ing with the American and Nation¬ 
al Trotting Associations by being 
wrongfully deprived of his horses 
by the defendant and they ordered 
the defendant to pay the necessary 
sums to reinstate the plaintiff with 
these Associations which would 
amount approximately to $1550. 
Over and above this sutn of $1550 
the arbitrators estimated that the 
plaintiff had suffered general dam¬ 
ages in the sum of $3500 and ac¬ 
cordingly allowed him this amount 
together with service fees .earned 
by his two stallions while in the 
possession ef the defendant 

Against these amounts, however, 
the defendant was allowed to offset 
the sum of $1802, being amount 
owing defendant by plaintiff accor¬ 
ding to adjusted accounts made 
May 6 th, 1913, and the defendant 
was also allowed $480 for keep and 
pasturage of plaintiff’s horses while 
in the defendant’s possession. 

The award given by the arbitra¬ 
tors seems eminently fair and jus- 
and is undoubtedly a popular find¬ 
ing with those who have followed 
the case.

We couldn't 
make any wine, or b. er,or whiskey 
without germs,, for that is what 
fermen's are. These ferments 
change the sugar into alonhol, and 
that is called alcobolio fermenta 
ti'U We ocuhln't make vinegar 
without them, for that is another 
process of fermentation. The 
ferments effect ckauges pr> duoiog 
acetio acid, and that is called acetic 
acid fermentation, and that is the 
way vinegar is made. Vauilla is 
made from the vanilla bean, but 
the beau baa to be fermented, or 
wewou'd have no >a>iilla. Leather 
oauuot be tanned, or flax retted 
bat by the aid of germs. Milk 
would not soar and chtese could 
not be made, bnt that germs bring 
it about The yeast that is used 
for making a loaf of bread is a 
mss* of germs. They attack the 
starch in the flioar snd liberate 
a gas, which fills the dough with 
tiny bubbles, aud causes iHo 
"rise” as we say. A disease-pro 
during germ of the gas producing 
kind is known and sometimes ge's 
in'o a wound, and causes the part 
to swell like the rising of bread. 

But most important of all the 
germs perhaps is that great group 
which tears down vigetable and 
animal tissue, after it is dead, and 
uitrifiea it, and makes it suitab'e 
for plant food again. The amount 
of life on the earth is determined 
largely by the activity of this class 
of germs”.* . 


Should the Hondr d Years of 
Peace Celebrat'on between Can 
ada and the United States and 
between ureat Btiiatu and the 
United States be abandoned be¬ 
cause of the war?.

“That the Association desires 
to record its opinion that, notwith¬ 
standing, the present war, there 
should be an appropriate cele¬ 
bration commemorative of the 
Hundred Years of Peace between 
the British Empire and the Unit 
ed States. The Association 
recognizes, however, thit hivin: 
regard for the very serious nature 
of events arising out of the war, 
it would be inexpedient to attempt 
at present, definite arrangements 
as to time and place for a celebrs-

Rome was one of the three most 
>nflueTrtigl cities of the ancient 
world, amt s beld a place of leader¬ 
ship for oveKlSOO years. 

The whole] country has been 
making rapid progress in recent 
years, both from a standpoint of 
industry a ml education. In the 
number of volumes written on 
political economy, Italy leads 
Britain, United States and Ger¬ 
many. Her new science applied 
to agriculture is making old fields, 
worn by thirty centuries of farm¬ 
ing, to rival in • fertility the new 
west. 

The world owes to this country 
one of the reallv great discoveries, 
wireless telegraphy. Her navy is 
the fourth fleet of Kurope. 

Education is regulated by the 
state, and free. Illiteracy has 
been very greatly reduced in the 
last generation. 

The great majority of Italians, 
97 per cent., are Roman Catholic. 

The history has been largely a 
record of separate and rival states. 
But in 1870 the dream of a united 
Italy began to be realized. The 
builders of this new Italy were 
Mazzini the agitator. Garibaldi the 
soldier, and Cavour the organizer. 
The life and work of these great 
leaders were in many ways inter¬ 
dependent, each incomplete with¬ 
out the others. . Garibaldi’s call to 
arms will long be remembered and 
cherished in all the world. “S 9 I- 
diers, what have I to offer you? 
Hunger, thirst, cold, frequent 
alarms, forced marches, charges at 
the point of the bayonet—and 
Freedom. Whoever loves honor 
and fatherland, follow tne!" And 
follow him they did, through blood 
and fire to victory. 

Italy has long l>eeti a memlier of 
the Triple Alliance. But fear and 
mistrust of the ideals and motives 
in her allies, whose warfare was 
offensive and aggressive, led her on 
August 3rd to declare her neutral¬ 
ity, an' act of independence de¬ 
manding more national courage 
than to have fought. But in that 
decision Italy carried the con¬ 
science of the whole world. And 
recent utterances of Germany only 
tend to prove correct and justify 
Italy’s course of action. One of 
their leading generals, V 011 Dis- 
furth, says as to Belgium and 
I.ouvain; "There is nothing for 
us to justify, and nothing to ex¬ 
plain away. It is of no conse¬ 
quence whatever if all the monu¬ 
ments ever created, all the pictures 
ever painted, all the buildings ever 
erected by the great architects of 
the world be destroyed if by their 
destruction we promote Germany’s 
victory over her enemies.” As to 
the judgment of Americans, he 
says, ' Let neutral people cease 
their chatter, which may well be 
compared to the twitter of bir^s.” 

It was with such thoughts as 
breaking faith with all the world 
and twentieth century ideals of 
justice and civilization that Italy 
dared to disagree, and history will 
applaud her actions. A

Entry by proxy may be made at any 
Dominion Lands Agency (but not Sub- 
Agency), on certain condition*. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acres, on certain con¬ 
ditions. A habitable house is required 
except when residence .is performed .in 
the vicinity. 

-In certain districts a homesteadei na 
good standing may pre empt a quar*-r 
seotion alongside his homestead. . ft, 4 
$3.00 per acre. 

Duties—Six months residence in each 
ef three years affter earning homestead 
patent; also 50 acres extra cultivation. 
Pre-emption patent may be obtained as 
soon as homestead patent, on certain 
conditions. 

A settler who has exhausted his 
homestead right may take a purchased 
homestead in certain districts. Price 
$3.00 per acre. Duties—Must reside six 
months in each of three years, cultivate 
50 acres and erect a house worth $300. 

The area of cultivation is subject to 
reduction in case of rough, scrubby or 
Btony land. Live stock may be substi¬ 
tuted for cultivation under certain con-
